MATERIALS 
White pumpkins 
Latex paint: black or orange 
Paintbrush 
Washi tape: black, orange, yellow, 
and blue; patterns in regular and 
thin widths 
Glitter tape: black 
Pinking shears 
1-inch circle punch 
Waxed paper 


INSTRUCTIONS 

Wash and dry pumpkins to help paint 
adhere. Paint the stems using black or 
orange latex paint; let dry. Referring 
to the photo, below, wrap pumpkins 
horizontally or vertically with washi 
and glitter tapes to create designs. 

Rickrack-Ridged Pumpkin: 
Adhere washi tape to pumpkin, starting 
at stem and ending at the bottom 
of the pumpkin. Depending on the 
look you want, follow the pumpkin’s 
grooves or space the stripes evenly. 
We alternated orange and black 
tape patterns. 

Cut along both edges of glitter tape 
using pinking shears to create thin 
rickrack-look edging. Use the single- 
edge rickrack 


borders along the

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tape to a straight edge of washi tape. 
(Use the resulting dual-rickrack-edge 
tape for another design if desired.) 

Polka-Dot Pumpkin: Apply thin 
blue washi tape around the middle 
of the pumpkin, overlapping the 
ends slightly. Cut black glitter tape 
along both edges using pinking shears 
to create a rickrack look. (Use the 
leftover single-edge rickrack edgings 
for another project if desired.) Starting 
just below the blue tape, adhere dual- 
sided rickrack edging over the grooves 
in the pumpkin. Embellish the top half 
of pumpkin using dual-pattern circles. 
Make the circles by aligning the edges 
of two strips of wide washi tape on - 

a piece of waxed paper. Cut circles 
using a 1-inch circle punch positioned 
to overlap both patterns. Peel the tape 
circles from the waxed paper and attach 
them to the pumpkin. 

Bellyband Pumpkin: Attach a thin 
strip of yellow washi tape around the 
middle of a pumpkin, overlapping the 
ends. Cut black glitter tape along both 
edges using pinking shears to create 
a rickrack look. Apply rickrack—-look 
tape above and below the yellow strip, 
overlapping the ends: 

Striped Pumpkin: Apply washi 
tape to the pumpkin using the vertical 
grooves as guides. We used three 
types of tape: thin blue tape applied 
over the grooves and alternating strips 
of orange- and black-pattern tapes 
between the grooves.

as two mirror-image pieces. (When 
joined, the scroll will cover the seam.)

To draw stripes, 
lay a ruler or yardstick vertically on the 
front and side panels and then draw 
along the sides of the ruler to get a 
consistent stripe width. Remove the 
taped-on words. 

Paint every other stripe orange and 
the curlicues around the sign area aqua. 
(For crisp lines, tape off stripes using 
painter’s tape.) Leave the inside of the 
Ferris Wheel sign area white; let dry. 

Paint whimsical freehand circles on 
foam-core board scraps using aqua 
paint; let dry. Outline the edges of the 
circles using the black marker; let dry.

Note: Cut the opening on the back of the pumpkin; secure the lid 
with toothpicks after a candle is in place. 

Copy the Birdcage patterns to fit your pumpkin; tape in place. 

Transfer the patterns to the pumpkin by poking holes along the 
ines of the patterns using a tracing tool or awl to puncture the 

pumpkin skin. 

Use a knife or carving tools to cut out the areas between the 
cage bars, including the doors. Holding the carved doors in 
place, insert straight pins through the horizontal bar areas above 
and below the outside edges of the doors, pushing the pins into 
the doors. (This will enable the doors to open and close.) 

Following the notes on the patterns, paint the designated 
pattern areas black; let dry. 


Drill a hole horizontally through the stem. Pull the metal 
ring apart, and thread it through the hole in the stem. Press the 
ring back into its original shape. Thread ribbon through the 
metal ring and tie in a bow. Hang the pumpkin from ribbon 
if desired.

Outline the 
decorative details on the glasses; gouge the areas inside the 
outlines and around the details until smooth. Outline the label 
and the bottle curlicues using a gouging tool; lightly gouge the 
rest of the area inside the bottle outline to make it smooth.
